The sales of single seats at $4 for 
the Nilsson. concerts began , Wednes— 
day.

The first large iron works in Oregon 
are to be established at a place called 
Oswego, in that State.

A third 
well, twelve inches in diameter, is NOW 
down over 100 feet. and still marching 
on, while the machinery for a fourth 
well is nearly all secured, and brings 
satisfactory prices. 

A Grand Irrigation Scheme. 
According to the San Bernardino 
Times, Governor Stanford has under 
consideration a grand irrigation 
scheme which, if executed, will sur- 
pass anything before attempted in the 
State. It is to create immense reser- 
voirs in Lytle creek, Santa Ana and 
Mill creek canyons, conserving of 
course, existing water rights, and pro- 
vidiog in their stead a uniform supply 
and by storing the Winter water create 
a supply sufficient to irrigate a scope 
of country including the entire plain 
between San Bernardino and Pamana, 
as well as San Bernardino valley and 
the plains lying east and south of 
Riverside.

MORE ABOUT RETRENCHMENT. 


The Carson Zribwne contains the 
following in reply to an article pub- 
lished in the GazETTE on the 6th, rel- 
ative to retrenchment and reform in 
our State department: 

Although in favor of the retrench- 
ment of State expenses as far as con- 
sistent, we most strenuously oppose 
the reduction spoken of in the Reno 
GazeTTE, believing that the present 
salaries paid to State officials to be 
none too much for the work they are 


called upon to perform. If first-class 
men are desirable it is no more than 
right to give them such emolument 
as will enable them to support them- 


To secure an election to the office of 
(fovernor a | sum of money 1s 
needed during the election campaign. 
In fact in almost every instance those 
who have gained the position have re- 
tired poorer than when they took their 
seats. 

The GazETrE took the ground that 
we had too many officers and the 
officers were allowed too many clerks 
to do the business for less than 50,000 
people, and suggested that the Crov- 
ernor’s salary of $5,000 per annum 
was too much. We believe in paying 
good salaries, but we do not think a 
governmeat that pays one twenty— 
seventh part of its entire taxable prop- 
erty every year to run the public ma- 
chinery is good. We do not think 
the people of this State can prosper 
until something is done to make our 
State and county expenses lighter. 
We believe that if the number of our 
State officers should be reduced we 
would have just as good a government 
as we now have. | 

The Tribune says: “To secure an 
election to the office of Governor a 
large sum of money is needed during 
the election campaign,” and offers that 
as a reason why the salary of that 
official should not be reduced. To 
pay the Governor of Nevada $5,000 
per annum that be may have more 
money to spend for election campaign 
purposes seems to us to be a poor 
argument, bad ‘logic and unjust to 
those who are obliged to bear the 
burden of supporting the State Gov - 
ernment. Is it surprising that Ne- 
vada is eo frequently spoken of as the 
“rotten borough’”’ if the 7'ribwne reason 
is good? Why cannot the Governor 
of Nevada live, and live well, be dig- 
nified and respected on $4,000 per 


Alabama, with a population of 
1,000,000, pays her chiet Executive 
$3,000; Arizona has nearly as many 
inhabitants as Nevada and she has no 
trouble in finding a good man to gov- 
ern her people at a salary of $2,600; 
Arkansas with a population of 484,- 
471 pays her Governor but $3,500; 
Connecticut, with half a million, pays 
but $2,000; Delaware with 125,000 
pays but $2,000; Georgia with over 
1,000,000 pays $3,000; Illinois with 
over 2,500,000 pays but $6,000; Iowa 
with 1,100,000 pays $8,000; New 
Hampshire with 820,000 pays $1,000; 
Maine with 627,000 pays $2,500; 
Michigan with 1,184,000 pays but 
$1,000; the great State of Ohio with 
2,600,000 pays but $4,000. And so it 
goes through the whole list. The sal- 
acies range from $1,000 to $10,000 and 
but twelve States in the Union pay 
their Governor over $4,000, and Ne- 


cluded in that list. 
The Governors of other States are 


salary that Nevada pays, and it does 
not seem right for the “‘ battle-born” 
to burden the people with excessive 
taxation to keep up so expensive a 
State government. We opine that the 
people would be better satisfied if 
they did not have to pay for quite 80 
much dignity. 

The Tribune agrees with the Ga- 
zeTTE that the office of private secre- 
tary should be abolished. On the 
proposition of abolishing the office 
of Lieutenant-Gdvernor, the Tribune 


directly and indirectly, over $300,000 
for her Lieutenant-Governor. The 
duties comnected with the office have 
required but about 120 day’s time 
during the term of four years. Why 
not select a man from the floor of the 
Senate to perform the duties of that 
office instead of eleeting an officer 
we do not actually need, and then 
spending half the session of the 
Legislature changing laws in order to 
find a way to pay him a good salary 
for doing nothing? We are too much 
governed, and the GazeTrE hopes to 
see the Legislature give this subject 
careful, intelligent thought and see if 
we can’t make our government less 
burdensome. 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The San Francisco Post says: The 
beef famine has fairly setin. Cattle 
are comparatively, but only compara-— 
tively, scarce. The Eastern demand 
on the ranges to which San Francisco 
looks for its supply has been just 
large enough to give an excuse to a 
ring of speculators to get up a corner 
in cattle. ‘There are cattle enough for 
the demand, but the trouble is that 
they are concentrated in the hands of 
a ring which controls the market. 
There is yet beef enough in Nevada 
te keep San Francisco from famine 
for a long time. 


According to the official figures the 
government has already realized, in 
the way of revenues from the contract 
with the Alaska Fur and Seal Com- 
pany, for the right to catch seals, up- 
wards of $10,000,000, or $3,000,000 
more than the purchase money paid 
to Russia for the entire territory. It 
is estimatec that this company will 
have paid into the treasury, by the 
time of the expiration of the contract 
with the government some eight or 
nine years hence, fully $20,000,000. 


The present boom in Confederate 
bonds needs no commenting upon. 
The following from a copy of the 
Charleston News, published since the 
late election, shows the feeling: “A 
large lot of Confederate bonds, being 
part of the Jacob Barret estate, were 
sold at auction yesterday by H. H. 
De Leon. The whole lot, $145,600, 
was bought by Eiward Moreland at 
$12.50 per $1,000. The bidding, which 
began at $10 per $1,000, was quite 
spirited.” 


Joe Coburn, the pugilist, has been 
pardoned out of the New York State 
Prison, to which he had a 10 years’ 
sentence for a murderous assault, and 
has served five years. It is a safe bet 
that he wi!l at once make arrange- 
ments for a battle with Slugger Sulli- 
van. Coburn lived in Nevada fora 
time, having kept a saloon in White 
Pine during the flush days. 


About 1,600 cars were loaded with 
freight at the various shipping points 
in California in October and forwarded 
to the East on the northern and south- 
ern routes. This is equal to a train of 
fifty cars for every day of the month. 
Over two-thirds of the freight was 
shipped direct from San Francisco. 


The Colusa Sun says: J.B. Dunna- 
gan, of Berlin, has a model method of 
scaring geese.

The New York Herald receives for its 
lowest-priced columr $39,723, and for 
its highest $349,000. The New York 
Tribune for its lowest. $29,764 and for 
its highest $85,648—and these papers 
are never at a loss for advertisements 
to fill their @etumns. Their patronage 
comes not from any desire to assist the 
respective papers, but from busiaess 
men who find it profitable to adver- 
tise. 

A firm of manufacturers in Phila- 
delphid placed an advertisement in 
@ journal as an experiment. As 
they were economical Quakers, they 
commenced sparingly. Within three 
months their advertisements were run- 
ning in seven different publications, 
and there is no question with them 
about its paying. As well might an 
enterprising firm try to save postage 
as the cost of advertising. Custo- 
mers go te those who most persistently 
extend them an invitation.

Congressional {tems. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 9. 

In the House, Page, from the Com- 
merce Committee, reported a resolu-

The Panama Canal, 
New York, Dec. 9. 

The Graphic prints the following: 
In Washington it is reported that the 
engineers of the Panama Canal have 
made a radical change in their plan of 
operations. The intention of the pro- 
jecturs was to make a sea-level canal 
from one ocean to the other without 
locks of any kind. Information now 
comes out that they have found it im- 
possible for any sum of money which 
could be raised to overcome the natural 
difficulties of such an undertaking, 
and they have decided to adopt an 
ordinury plan—that of locking up 
and down the grades. The other 
scheme involved the operation of dig- 
ging the canal for some distance 
through great cuts which would have 
been several hundred feet deep, in- 
volving an amount of excavatiun the 
like of which was never attempted by 
human hands. There were other dif- 
ficulties about the connection with 
that part of the canal where the bed 
of the Chagres river is utilized, which 
engineers concluded would form a 
fatal obstruction to the plan originally 
entered upon, 


De Long and Collins. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. 

The Navy. Department to-day made 
public extracts from the memorandum 
of De Long respecting the unpleasant 
state of feeling which existed between 
De Long and Jerome Collins. Collins 
is charged with greeting the Captain 
with much disrespect, disobeying or- 
ders, etc, The extracts say that when 
Collins went on shore to make obser- 
vations his practice was to remain 
longer than was necessary. De Long’s 
charge of disobedience was emphati- 
cally denied by Collins, and in a col- 
loquy which ensued, Delong says UCol- 
lins was curt, contemptuous and dis- 
respectful.

Peculiarities of the Paradise Burying

Census Bulletin No. 803, recently

cilizens of the age of 10 years and 
upwards in the State, 1,675 are unable 
te write. There were 8,071 colored 
persons of 10 years and upwards enu- 
merated by the census takers in Neva- 
da, of whom 2,154 are returned as 
uvable towrite, These include Chinese, 
and Indians who live on ranches. The 
percentage of illiteracy among native 
whites Jof 10 years and upwards is 
less than the general average of other 
State.
